Call Out) the Cops 


SF Pride’s membership called a meeting to discuss the presence of law enforcement after 2019's arrests. But ‘Police out of Pride’ means differ- 
ent things to different people.

Last Friday, The Intercept broke 
the news that the San Francisco Police 
Department had cooperated with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation on 120 
counterterrorism operations over a 
three-year period. City cops, in serving 
two masters, occasionally violated S.F’s 
privacy laws, and SFPD withdrew shortly 
after President Donald Trump’s inaugu- 
ration. 

The revelation is part of a long 
series of dubious practices by the 
department, which appears reluctant 
to consider reform. As the Examiner 
noted two weeks ago, after the federal 
Department of Justice intervened in 
the wake of several fatal shootings by 
officers, they issued 272 recommen- 
dations, but SFPD is slow-walking the 
proposals and won't satisfy the DOJ 
until 2046. 

Another incomplete internal inves- 
tigation stems from the episode at this 
year’s Pride parade, during which dem- 
onstrators formed a human barrier

across Market Street, halting the event 
for roughly an hour. A resulting alter- 
cation with officers led to two arrests, 
and video shows multiple cops holding 
one person to the ground and carrying 
another individual away as crowds 
chanted, “Shame!” 

The theme this year was “Genera- 
tions of Resistance,’ and many of the 
protesters’ demands were for Pride to 
become permanently free of any police 
presence. 

Several months later, community 
activists such as Alex U. Inn are now 
members of the Pride board of direc- 
tors. The office of the District Attorney 
has not dropped the charges against 
the arrested protesters, in spite of 
Pride’s request that they do so, and 
rifts remain open. Unsatisfied with SF 
Pride’s response, some members made 
use of a provision in the group’s bylaws 
that allows them to call for an open 
membership meeting. 

That meeting took place on Mon- 
day, Nov. 4, at the SF LGBT Center 
on Market Street, where roughly 
two dozen people addressed Interim

Executive Director Fred Lopez, other 
staffers, several members of the board, 
and three members of the Department 
of Police Accountability who remained 
quiet throughout. 

Lopez began by reading a statement 
that noted this issue is not exclusive to 
SF Pride but to similar organizations 
worldwide, and that when the incident 
on June 30 occurred, the staff and 
board worked with SFPD to de-esca- 
late the situation and to ensure that 
something similar doesn’t happen in 
2020, which will be the 50th anniver- 
sary of SF Pride. Citing the June 2016 
Pulse massacre — at which 49 mostly 
Latinx people were killed at a gay club 
in Orlando and which was at the time 
the deadliest single-shooter episode 
in U.S. history — Lopez stated that 
Pride’s security costs have more than 
quadrupled in the years since, and San 
Francisco requires thorough security 
protocols to issue permits for an event 
of its scale. 

“Our event attracts hundreds of 
thousands of people from around the 
world,” he said. “We rely on the exper- 
tise of SFPD and other law enforce- 
ment agencies, as well as agencies like 
the San Francisco Fire Department, 
the Department of Public Health, 
Department of Public Works, the De- 
partment of Emergency Management, 
and more. ... We also understand that 
we have a responsibility to hold up the 
voices of those who are marginalized 
and victimized.” 

With board president Carolyn 
Wysinger moderating, Lopez then 
ceded the floor for an hour-and-a- 
half to members whose opinion was 
near-unanimous: The cops have got 
to go. 

Or, as one speaker put it, cops “have 
not earned the right to be at Pride. 

It makes people fearful to see them 
there. The most vulnerable of us are 
unsafe. I’m a white old lady — I’m a lot 
safer than most people are.” 

But “Get the cops out of Pride” 
means different things to different 
people. 

It can mean a total ban on any 
police presence whatsoever, largely 
out of respect to queer people of color 
and other LGBTQ communities who 
endure overpolicing in their daily lives. 
This interpretation also acknowledges 
the sordid history of raids on gay bars, 
the policing of trans people’s bodies, 
and ongoing sweeps against homeless 
encampments in city where the un- 


housed are disproportionately LGBTQ. 
(It was for these and similar violations 
of civil rights that SFPD Chief Bill 
Scott apologized to the community in 
August.) 

“No cops at Pride” can also mean 
wresting control of the event back 
from a police department still reeling 
from multiple scandals, with a reduced 
number of officers stationed outside 
the event’s footprint in case of emer- 
gency. It can mean training community 
members as public-safety monitors 
instead — a point Lopez touched on, 
calling to “reinvigorate our safety vol- 
unteer corps.” 

Lastly, “No cops at Pride” can sim- 
ply mean not allowing contingents of 
law enforcement to march in uniform, 
alongside drag queens and leather folk 
(and occasionally controversial spon- 
sors like Facebook and Google). 

Many participants indicated a 
desire to help SF Pride navigate this 
situation, not see it torn apart. Inn, 
who uses the singular they pronoun, 
emphasized the police department’s 
history of racist misdeeds, from text 
messages to fatal shootings to the 
mass arrest of 37 Black drug dealers in 
the Tenderloin while dealers of other 
races stood on the same corner. This 
resonated with members who view 
SFPD as an un-reformable tentacle of a 
white supremacist patriarchy. 

“One of the things we want to do is 
understand exactly what our position 
is,” Inn said. “If we had a white su- 
premacist group [requesting to march], 
we would say, ‘Hell, no!’ right away.” 

Discussion followed about whether 
Pride attendees would feel safer if 
policing were turned over to a greater 
percentage of LGBTQ-identified offi- 
cers. This suggestion met with push- 
back as one activist after another rose 
to say that the problem isn’t with indi- 
vidual cops but with the very culture of 
policing, which is rooted in exacerbat- 
ing a power dynamic. Similarly, several 
speakers attacked the notion that 
opposition to a police presence consti- 
tutes its own form of discrimination as 
a “false equivalency.” 

Attorney Brooke Oliver, recognized 
for her work with SF Pride, Burning 
Man, and other well-known nonprof- 
its, stated that she’d observed a casual 
form of ingrained bias from officers 
at previous Prides. Large groups of 
officers had massed at stages whose 
performers and attendees were largely 
people of color. 


Many speakers spoke about trau- 
matic physical encounters with SFPD 
at queer events as far back as 1995, or 
of distressing police actions they wit- 
nessed at the Dyke March, the Trans 
March after-party, and other Pride 
weekend events. Advocates broadly 
agreed that Pride should update and 
publicize any agreements it has with 
the police department, and that the or- 
ganization should more forcefully con- 
vey that law enforcement has a sworn 
duty to protect its citizens irrespective 
of their political beliefs. 

Distilling the general vibe, someone 
asked, “What is the minimum police 
presence the city will tolerate, and how 
can we as a community meet the gap 
of what is left by them removing them- 
selves from the parade?” 

The most important question of the 
evening, however, went unasked: What 
would happen if, at a largely police-free 
SF Pride 2020, someone shot and 
killed three dozen people, and another 
hundred were injured in the resulting 
pandemonium? It’s not altogether 
hypothetical, as this year’s DC Pride 
saw several people hospitalized after 
panicked crowds fled from “gunshots” 
that turned out to be just noises. Lo- 
pez touched on this during his opening 
statement, but participants largely 
framed the idea of safety specifically in 
terms of protection from the cops. 

The meeting was largely a listening 
session. There was no vote, and there 
was no debate over the wording of a 
conclusive statement. Even a timeline 
for such things has yet to be estab- 
lished. But the discussion will inform 
future membership meetings as the or- 
ganization figures out exactly how con- 
frontational it must be. Clearly, SFPD’s 
documented resistance to reform is 
not something a nonprofit with a staff 
of four can overcome, no matter how 
much its world-famous parade may 
generate in hotel taxes. But Monday’s 
meeting demonstrated that if Pride 
should choose to flex its muscles, it has 
a team of committed activists willing 
to back it up.

Housing Advocate Founds New 


Organization 


Sonja Trauss' new nonprofit will continue focus on suing suburbs

Sonja Trauss is no stranger to 
controversy. 

Since the former District 6 Super- 
visor candidate began attending Bay 
Area planning commission meetings 
in 2015 to say “yes in my backyard,” 
Trauss’ advocacy has earned her na- 
tional headlines and her fair share of 
enemies. 

Trauss found herself wrapped up in 
controversy again last week when she 
split from California Renters Legal Ad- 
vocacy and Education Fund (CaRLA) to 
found YIMBY Law. (Editor’s note: This 


reporter was involved with YIMBY Action 
in a volunteer capacity in 2018). 

The breakup touches on funda- 
mental questions about the future of 
the housing justice movement in San 
Francisco. 

Trauss founded CaRLA in 2015 
with current Executive Director of CA 
YIMBY Brian Hanlon to sue suburbs 
that denied housing on exclusionary 
grounds. Trauss filed CaRLA’s first 
lawsuit against Lafayette herself, when 
the city with a median income of over 
$150,000 denied a permit to build 315 
new homes. 

Since then, CaRLA has sued a vari- 
ety of wealthy suburbs including Sau-

salito, Calabasas, and Los Altos. Last 
year, CaRLA’s work touched San Fran- 
cisco directly when the organization 
sued to remove barriers to the con- 
struction of accessory dwelling units. 
Of the nine lawsuits CaRLA has 
started, it won one, three have settled 
out of court, and five are ongoing, 
according to its website. The organiza- 
tion’s success stories have resulted in 
over 500 more homes being permitted 
in these areas. Regardless of legal out- 
comes, advocates in Sacramento say 
that CaRLA’s work has scared suburbs 
away from opposing housing in the 
first place lest they’re sued under the 
Housing Accountability Act. For the 





first time, an organization is enforcing 
housing law. 

“A big part of my vision for CaRLA 
and now for YIMBY Law is to serve as 
a resource for other YIMBYs who want 
to be able to access the law to supple- 
ment their organizing efforts,” Trauss 
tells SF Weekly. 

While lawsuits unfolded, internal 
strife at CaRLA over the direction of 
the organization strained the relation- 
ship between Trauss and Co-Director 
Victoria Fierce. 

This summer, the four-person CaR- 
LA board unanimously decided it was 
time for a change in leadership. Trauss 
and Fierce stepped down from their 
co-director positions, and Dylan Casey 
took over as executive director. Today 
Fierce is CaRLA’s chief finance officer 
and operations director. 

Trauss declined to comment on her 
relationship with the CaRLA team, 
telling SF Weekly: “We will continue 
to work together to ensure that the 
important pro-housing laws that YIM- 
BYs pass are followed by California 
localities.” 

All parties hope that the breakup 
will allow them to continue their work 
unhampered by interpersonal drama, 
though the two organizations have 
differing visions. 

In her statement titled “Why are 
there two orgs?” released on Twitter, 
Trauss cites two key differences be- 
tween CaRLA and YIMBY Law. With 
YIMBY Law, Trauss will continue suing 
exclusionary suburbs, but she will 
expand into working on tenant protec- 
tions. The organization will also work 
more closely with San Francisco-based 
YIMBY Action through a 501(c)3 and 
501(c)4 partnership. 

CaRLA has a different approach to 
partnership with local YIMBY orga- 
nizations, according to CaRLA Board- 
member Stephen Menendian. “CaRLA 
is part of the housing movement, and 
that’s broader than just the YIMBY 
movement,’ he says. 

Major players in the San Francisco 
tenants rights movement are skeptical 
that Trauss’ stated goal of working on 
tenant protections can coexist with her 
partnership with YIMBY Action. 

“I do not believe that [the YIMBY 
movement] can be seen as a viable 
future location of tenant organizing

in S.F.,” says Deepa Varma of the San 
Francisco Tenants Union. “One need 
not look any further than [YIMBY 
Action]’s failure to support Prop 10 

... Unlike true tenant organizations, 
[YIMBY Action]’s positions are not in- 
formed by the experience of counseling 
tenants or fighting evictions.” 

Sarah Sherburn-Zimmer, director of 
Housing Rights Coalition San Francis- 
co, says tenants advocates in San Fran- 
cisco have extended YIMBY Action lots 
of olive branches to no avail. 

“If you want to fight for tenants, 
come on down!” Sherburn-Zimmer 
says. If [Sonja] wants to build trust ... 
she should do something to support 
rent control and the repeal of Costa 
Hawkins.” 

Despite the skeptics, Trauss’ sup- 
porters are excited about the partner- 
ship with YIMBY Action. 

“Get ready for more lawsuits, new 
publications, renewed focus on tenant 
protections, and closer alignment with 
@yimbyaction!” said YIMBY Action 
Boardmember and founder of ideolog- 
ical group YIMBY Neoliberal Steven 
Buss on Twitter. 

“Sonja did good work in establish- 
ing CaRLA,” says CaRLA’s Casey. “We 
wish her the best with her new orga- 
nization.” 
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Emerald Queen 
Farms Bets on 
Community 


The Humboldt County cannabis 
farm is growing more than pot. 


The only time yow’re likely to 
spot Emerald Queen Farms co-owner 
Hannah Whyte sitting on the sidelines is 
when she’s watching a skateboarding 
competition go down. Fortunately, she 
doesn’t have to travel far for the privi- 
lege, as the 90-acre cannabis farm Whyte 
runs with her husband, Riley Morrison, 
includes a halfpipe on the property 
tucked inside a barn. 

Skateboarding and pot are indisput- 
ably simpatico interests for many, but 
Whyte’s motivation for constructing 
the halfpipe was inspired by a desire 
to provide a place for local kids to stay 
busy. Whyte and her family live in 
nearby Willow Creek, a small town of 
1,700 located in the heart of “Bigfoot 
Country” in Humboldt County. One of 
the many challenges that come with 
living in a remote corner of Northern 
California is keeping kids (including 
her own) both engaged and safe. 

To that end, Whyte has enjoyed a 


fruitful partnership with the Hum- 
boldt Skatepark Collective. In 2018, 
Whyte was a key figure in successfully 
netting $13,000 for a new skate park 
in Willets through a grant application 
filed under California’s Proposition 
68. In a similar vein, Whyte has also 
teamed with local parents and con- 
cerned community members to fight 
for seemingly simple improvements 
like protected crosswalks in high-traf- 
fic areas. 

As legal cannabis overtakes timber 
as one of Humboldt’s most viable ex- 
ports, Whyte wants to see the cities 
and towns that have long lived in the 
shadows embraced and brought into 
the light. That means common sense 
infrastructure improvements and a 
sense of home for locals that extends 
beyond the front door. 

When she’s not advocating for com- 
munity improvements, 
Whyte oversees a group 
of six full-time employ- 
ees cultivating 12,000 
pot plants. Though she 
met her future hus- 
band while both were 
students studying agri- 
culture at Washington’s 
Evergreen State College, 
they found the growing 
conditions at their site 
by the Squamish River 
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inferior to the “four-season” territory 
(a climate and geography where grow- 
ing cannabis throughout the year is 
possible) that exists in California and 
relocated. 

Emerald Queen Farms is a vibrant, 
well-oiled operation. Some plants are 
cultivated within Emerald’s 12 green- 
houses, while a robust offering of sun- 


grown strains also calls the farm home. 


Whyte readily confirms that her 
operation relies on a small number of 
trusted employees doing a profound 
amount of work. 

“A little bit of crazy is a require- 
ment, actually,” Whyte joked during a 
tour of her farm in late September. 

For Whyte, “crazy” may also bea 
synonym for the hard work and long 
hours required to keep a cannabis 
farm functioning. During the peak of 
summer, when temperatures can 
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regularly hit the mid-90s, the crew at 
Emerald Queen Farms can often be 
found working 14-hour days. Once the 
fall arrives, it becomes a matter of out- 
smarting the rain. Harvest too early 
and growers risk reducing their yield, 
but allowing plants to weather a storm 
(especially one followed immediately 
by sustained sunlight) too late in the 
season can lead to mold and ruined 
product. One thing working in Whyte’s 
favor is that her land is flat — a rarity 
in mountainous Humboldt County, 
where many operations rely on graded 
terraces, which limit space and in- 
crease physical exertion on growers. 
Sungrown cannabis is a tricky en- 
deavour regardless of the conditions, 
but Whyte’s crops are notable for 
being grown in native soil with organic 
fertilizer. Adhering to this standard 
requires more effort than 
working with potting 
soil or harsher chemicals 
(Whyte relies on thyme 
oil and soap to deal 
with troublesome pests 
whenever possible) but 
the rewards of Emerald 
Queen’s labors are evi- 
dent in the end product. 
Evidently the indus- 
try concurs, as large 
California cannabis com- 
panies like Sisu Extracts 
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and Loudpack have become regular 
customers. During the farm’s most 
recent harvest, a sizable portion of the 
greenhouse crops were reserved for 
Eureka’s Papa & Barkley. Several rows 
of GMO (a strain so named for its pal- 
pable notes of garlic, mushrooms, and 
onion), for example, will eventually be 
used j in Papa & Barkley’s “Garlic Cook- 
ies” ice water hash. One benefit to hav- 
ing vetted, large-scale buyers — who 
often commit to purchasing a certain 
percentage of Emerald Queen’s yield at 
the start of a season — is that such ar- 
rangements allow Whyte to focus more 
fully on the craft of growing. 

It also means that every now and 
then Whyte can treat herself to a spell 
atop the halfpipe, watching and cheer- 
ing as kids drop in and nose stall to 
their heart’s content. 

On Sept. 14, Emerald Queen Farms 
hosted the annual “Holiday in Hum- 
boldt” skate contest and fundraiser. 
Even Whyte’s husband got in on the 
fun. 

Then the party came to a close 
and the countdown to harvest season 
began. 

“We don’t do dull moments,” Whyte 
quipped. “There’s always more to be 
done.” 
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Promises 
are tough 
to enforce

I feel that 
the car should be mine. Can I do any- 
thing to get the car?”

A e Shelia, your situation is one 
that many people encounter: the en- 
forceability of a promise. The law has 
examined this question in many forms 
over the years. The enforceability of 
agreements is analyzed under the law

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of contracts. A contract involves an of- 
fer, acceptance and what we call consid- 
eration. 


In short, someone must make 
an offer to sell or do something; the 
other party must accept the offer 
and something of value must be ex- 
changed (consideration). 


If, following the formation of the 
contract, the party who made the 
promise fails to perform the promise 
(do what they offered) then a legal 
action can be brought to enforce the 
contract. If the offering party keeps 
their promise, and the consideration 
is not delivered, then they may sue 
to enforce the contract and recover 
the contract price (amount or type of 
consideration). Some things prom- 
ised will not be enforced — those 
which are illegal or against public pol- 
icy, such as gambling debts, purchase 
or sale of drugs or other unlawful 
conduct. 


Shelia, in the situation you de- 
scribe, there is no contract. There is 
a gratuitous, unenforceable promise 
of a gift. It is a unilateral promise 
without consideration. California 
Civil Code Section 1146 defines a gift 
as “a transfer of personal property, 
made voluntarily, and without con- 
sideration.” Section 1147 says that a 
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verbal gift is generally unenforceable, 
unless the means of obtaining pos- 
session and control of the thing are 
given. 


Three things are necessary for a 
valid gift: (1) there must be an intent, 
on the part of a donor/giver having 
capacity to contract, to make an un- 
conditional gift; (2) there must be an 
actual or symbolical delivery, such as 
to relinquish all control by the donee/ 
giver; and (3) the done/receiver must 
signify acceptance, except where it 
may be presumed. In this case, you 
never received the car. 


Under the donative-promise 
principle, a simple, unrelied-upon 
donative promise is unenforceable. In 
the past, this principle has been ex- 
plained largely on the ground that a 
rule, under which such promises were 
enforceable, would involve significant 
process problems. 


Legal scholars have explained this 
principle as follows: “The world of 
gift would be impoverished if simple 
donative promises that are based on 
affective considerations, such as love 
or friendship, were folded into the 
hard-headed world of contract.” 


In the past, the courts have ruled 
that “the major reason given for the 





rule against enforcing gratuitous one- 
side promises has been that signifi- 
cant process problems would result 

if simple donative promises were 
enforceable — for example, it would 
be very easy to falsely to convince a 
jury that such a promise had been 
made — and that the substantive 
reasons for enforcing simple donative 
promises were too weak to outweigh 
those process problems.” 


Like all areas of the law, there are 
exceptions to this rule. For example, 
if you had done something in reliance 
upon this promise, like paying for 
maintenance, repairs or registration, 
you might have a claim that your 
uncle should be required to transfer 
the title to you under a theory called 
promissory estoppel. 


This means that the consideration 
or value that can be used to enforce 
the contract might be proven if, be- 
cause of the promise, you relied upon 
the promise to your disadvantage. 
From the limited facts that you have 
provided, unfortunately, I do not see 
an enforceable promise here. 


In closing, I will provide one of the 
most unique promises that the law 
recognizes as an exception, i.e. the 
engagement ring. 


California Civil Code Section 1590 
states that where either party toa 
contemplated marriage in this Cali- 
fornia makes a gift of money or prop- 
erty to the other on the basis or as- 
sumption that the marriage will take 
place, in the event that the receiver 
of the (ring) property refuses to enter 
into the marriage as contemplated or 
that it is given up by mutual consent, 
the giver may recover such gift (ring 
etc.) or such part of its value as may, 
under all of the circumstances of the 
case, be found by a court or jury to 
be just.

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Hiding in Plain Sight 


Methamphetamine is far more prevalent than you think. A new report has some ideas on how to curb its impact.

For Alyssa, meth was a miracle 
drug that solved her biggest problem. 

“My depression feels like you're car- 
rying one of those weighted blankets 
around on your shoulders all the time,” 
Alyssa says. “Everything you do seems 
like a huge effort.” 

But on meth, Alyssa “had more 
energy than I’ve ever had in my life. It 
was frankly kind of like my depressive 
symptoms were cured.” 

A pharmacist by trade, Alyssa — 
whose name has been changed to pro- 
tect her identity, like the other meth 
users in this story — is highly aware of 
the irony of turning to meth to man- 
age her illness. 

“Separating users into ‘these people 
are taking a prescribed drug’ and ‘these 


people are degenerate junkies’ ... it’s 
terribly hypocritical,” she tells SF Week- 
ly. “This is really just me trying so hard 
for so long to fight depression, and I 
just want something that works. So 
when something works, do I really care 
that it’s neurotoxic and cardiotoxic 
and schedule two? There’s a lot of risk 
versus benefit there, because it bene- 
fits me enough to the point where I’m 
more functional with it.” 


A vicious drug 

While the frenzy over opioids has 
dominated headlines and presidential 
debates, meth has steadily risen in 
popularity. 

Use of methamphetamine — a 
bitter crystalline powder with a variety 
of delivery vectors, including snorting, 
injection, smoking, or “booty bump- 
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ing” (putting it up your butt) — has 
risen sharply across the country. 
Nationwide, overdose deaths related 
to meth more than quadrupled from 
2011 to 2017, and in San Francisco, 
more than 45 percent of all people who 
were taken to psychiatric emergency 
services in 2018 were high on meth. 
It’s a highly-addictive drug that, 
with long-term heavy use, can cause 
permanent damage to the brain in 
a variety of ways, including altering 
how the brain deals with habits, 
which can in turn make it even harder 
to quit doing meth. Unlike cocaine, 
meth stays in the body for up to 12 
hours, and some studies have found 
the increased release of dopamine in 
the brain caused by meth can be toxic 
to nerve terminals. This can result in 
hallucinations, paranoia, memory loss, 


and unpredictable behavior. Long-term 
use also makes it harder for the brain 
to repair itself. Physical effects include 
weight loss, severe tooth decay, and 
skin sores. 

Local politicians have started to 
pay attention. Mayor London Breed 
and Supervisor Rafael Mandelman — 
both of whom have had close family 
members who were addicted to drugs 
— created a Meth Task Force in Feb- 
ruary of this year to identify solutions 
for the crisis. 

Twenty-two people — from former 
users to police to healthcare workers 
— convened to identify some initial 
solutions to the visible crises on our 
streets. A report from the task force 
released late last month suggested a 
meth sobering center as an alternative 
to emergency rooms, and if it’s opened,

it could be the first such facility in the 
country. 

But not everyone who uses meth 
is immediately addicted, or ends up 
in a locked psych ward, or experiences 
meth-induced psychosis. 

“Today meth addiction is still very 
much a queer issue in San Francisco,” 
Mandelman said at a press confer- 
ence in October. “But it’s also a public 
health crisis for the safety and wellbe- 
ing of vulnerable residents across the 
city, in every community.” 

While meth use is most obvious 
downtown, in the Tenderloin, and 
in SoMa where unhoused people use 
drugs out in the open, it’s not a drug 
that is used solely on the streets. As 
with Alyssa, Jenna found that it helped 
her get through her day — but in 
her case, she preferred to mix it with 
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heroin. 

During her period of highest use 
— just a few years ago — she rana 
high-profile political campaign, orga- 
nized on behalf of a local union, and 
sat on the board of a democratic club. 
She got her master’s degree and wrote 
her thesis while high on meth. 

“It both helped me function, and 
was really hard to stop in the middle of 
a work schedule like that,” she says. 

Jenna’s injection drug use largely 
remained a secret — she wore long 
sleeves to hide the marks on her veins, 
and adjusted the amounts of meth and 
heroin to meet the needs of each day. 
If it was a high-intensity work day, 
she’d use a little more meth; if it was 
a weekend, she could relax into more 
heroin. 

“Meth allowed me to stay more 
alert and awake and balance out the 
effects of heroin, which are more se- 
dating,” she says. 

But in the end the stigma — even 
among her radical queer communi- 
ty — began to wear on her. “People 
would support each other around all of 
this other substance use, but if it was 
injection use or certain drugs then all 
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of a sudden no one wants anything to 
do with you, and they’re certainly not 
going to reach out to support, aside 
from saying things like, ‘you're going 
to rehab or we’re cutting you off’,” she 
says. 

After 22 years of using off and on, 
Jenna finally reached the point where 
she wanted to become sober. “I was 
spending all my money, I felt physi- 
cally terrible, I lost a lot of weight, my 
veins were not in good shape, and I'd 
isolated myself so much from people 
in my life.” 

Finally, Jenna quit her job to spend 
90 days in treatment. She’s been sober 
for four-and-a-half years. 

Now, she gets a little reminder of 
what the drugs felt like after a yoga 
class. “Sometimes I feel that way at the 
end of a yoga class, just a little bit,” she 
says. “That’s what I go for now. Your 
whole body is buzzing, and warm and 
relaxed. It’s not really that different.” 


On the rise 

It’s difficult for public health depart- 
ments and drug researchers to count 
meth users like Alyssa and Jenna, who 
partake in the drug in the privacy of

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their own homes, and function fairly 
well on it publicly. The rise in meth use in 
San Francisco was outlined in the Meth 
Task Force report only through the most 
extreme situations that can involve the 
drug. The Medical Examiner's office not- 
ed an increase in meth-related overdose 
death — now, 47 percent of unhoused 
people who have died from an overdose 
in San Francisco are reported to have 
meth in their system. There’s been an 
uptick in hospitalizations and emergency 
room visits related to meth use, according 
to the city’s Department of Public Health. 
And the San Francisco Police Department 
says they’re making more and more 
seizures of meth from dealers and users 
on the street. Last year, SFPD arrests for 
meth were the second-most common in 
the city, behind cocaine. In 2018 one in 
five arrests citywide were meth-related, 
compared with one in 20 in 2008. 

But all of that data aside, the report 
itself admits that “there are no reliable 
estimates of how many people use meth- 
amphetamine,’ which makes providing 
services to that population a real chal- 
lenge for service providers. 

That said, some are successful. For 
years the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
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tion's Positive Reinforcement Opportu- 
nity Project (PROP) group has provided a 
safe space for people to find support and 
resources to better-manage their meth 
use for nearly ten years. 

“We see a wide range of participants 
from wildly diverse cultural and econom- 
ic backgrounds,” says Rick Andrews, the 
foundation’s associate director of contin- 
gency management. “Some are housed or 
recently housed, some are without hous- 
ing, couch surfing, doing sex work or pro- 
fessionals coming in on their lunch hour. 
It’s because our program includes people 
of all backgrounds that participants feel 
comfortable bringing their substance use 
to light.” 

Connecting to services was key to 
Connor’s path to recovery. He grew up 
in a “typical wpper-middle-class family” 
in the Bay Area, and had a fairly typical 
upbringing; he partied in high school, 
and played sports in college. But his 
privileged adolescence didn’t alleviate 
the stress of coming out, and halfway 
through college, he found himself ac- 
cepting an offer of meth from a friend. 
Connor, who describes himself as having 
“a genetic disposition for addiction,” im- 
mediately took to the drug. 


“Tt erased a lot of worry, fear, and 
self-consciousness,’ he says. “Meth revs 
you up in a way that is hard to describe. 
You have this energy. Your mind is not 
working properly, but you're amped up. 
Soon I was using every day — and if not 
meth every day, it was weed or alcohol.” 

Connor used for over a year, but keep- 
ing it secret was key. 

“In the collegiate world it’s totally 
okay to be a raging alcoholic, but crystal 
meth — any of the non-alcohol things 
are kind of looked down on,” Connor 
explains. 

Connor didn’t choose to leave college 
— he was kicked out at age 22. It was 
then that he turned to his parents and 
asked for help with his addiction. They 
sent him to an expensive rehabilitation 
center in Arizona, and with assistance 
from his community and the 12-step pro- 
gram, he managed to get sober. Sixteen 
years later, he still doesn't use. 

“The older I get I'm grateful for it 
happening so young,’ Connor says. “I 
don’t have a base of friends that are drug 
users, I have a base of friends that are in 
recovery. 


Solving the problem 

The late October report included 17 
recommendations, ranging from tangible 
ideas like creating a sobering center to 
vague platitudes like “strengthen collab- 
oration among city agencies and service 
providers.” 

A common thread among solutions 
suggested by the report, however, is a 
greater need for space for meth users to 
come down safely, from a sobering center 
— emergency rooms are not adequately 
equipped to handle potentially psychotic 
meth users coming down, the report says 
— to more safe indoor spaces to more 
housing in general. The key challenge 
among many of these suggestions is lo- 
cation — where to put a sobering center, 
indoor spaces, and more housing. 

“This task force and report are not the 
beginning of the conversation, and it’s 
certainly not the end of the conversation, 
but I do believe we made important con- 
tributions,” says Mandelman. 

And, that conversation will need to 
include more than just those who are 
suffering publicly on our streets. 

“It is important that we tell stories 
and show different faces of meth use, 
because it isn’t just men who sleep 
with men, and it isn’t just unhoused 
people who are in psychosis, or people 
in a trailer park somewhere,” Jenna 
says. Everyone is so focused on opi- 
ates. But there are all these people us- 
ing meth who are just slipping through 
the cracks.”

Theater actors can accomplish 
unbelievable feats, running through in- 
tense rehearsals and daily performances. 
But at the end of the day, they’re still hu- 
man — actors might forget a line or have 
to dance through a wardrobe malfunc- 
tion. 

Regardless, they'll have to keep 
pretending like everything is going ac- 
cording to plan. Audiences will be none 
the wiser — after all, it’ll likely be their 
first and last time seeing that specific 
production. 

But ushers — the ones who pass 
out playbills, help audiences to their

seats, and shut off pesky phone lights 
every night — are different. The ushers 
notice all the small differences because 
they’re at the theater for every perfor- 
mance. 

That’s what Jon Steiger says. Steiger 
is currently playing Scorpius Malfoy 
at the Curran Theater’s ongoing run of 
Harry Potter and the Cursed Child. But 
back in New York, Steiger ushered for 
the first year of Harry Potter and the 
Cursed Child at the Lyric Theatre. 

Ushering was what Steiger called a 
“survival job,” something that paid the 
bills as he tried to establish a name for 
himself as an actor. It was also a way 
for Steiger to stay constantly in the 
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creative spaces he wanted a career in. 

“It was extraordinary — being a 
part of the front of the house time 
for that show,” Steiger says. This was 
right before Harry Potter would win 
six awards at the 2018 Tony Awards 
including Best Play. “There was a lot of 
excitement in the air.” 

Steiger immediately connected with 
the characters, especially Scorpius Mal- 
foy, a character written into the Harry 
Potter world after the series ended. 

“T fell in love with him the minute | 
saw him — the minute I saw Anthony 
Boyle’s portrayal of Scorpius,” Steiger 
says. He thought to himself, “I was 
gonna do that.”

In less than a year, that aspiration 
would become a reality. 

“By December 23, I had gotten the 
offer for San Francisco,’ says Steiger, 
who had been auditioning for Harry 
Potter. “Then the show was never quite 
the same for me after that.” 

Auditions for Scorpius Malfoy went 
through seven rounds over the course 
of two months. Steiger’s first audition 
with Alexandre Bleau, a casting direc- 
tor with Jim Carnahan Casting, was 
actually quite short. “It took about 30 
seconds and he was like, ‘Great, that’s 
exactly right,” Steiger says. “I was ter- 
rified because I didn’t know what that 
meant.” 


It quickly became apparent that 
ushering for the show had better pre- 
pared Steiger for a stage role than his 
competition. 

“It’s funny because any show you 
usher, you will learn the show whether 
you want to or not,” Steiger says. “You 
can't escape it because you're hearing 
it all the time, you're seeing it all the 
time.” 

In his first rehearsal, Steiger found 
he knew the play even better than he 
thought. 

“T was almost off book because I had 
seen it and heard it so many times,” 
he says. Steiger was familiar with the 
movements and pacing because he had 
seen it from the “Year One Cast” so 
many times. 

But that doesn’t mean he had it 
easy. 

“One of the fun things about having 
ushered and having seen it as much as 
I had — I walked into this thinking I 
knew what it was, and quickly learned 
that I had no idea,” Steiger says. “I was 
experiencing things almost as if I had 
never seen it before because its a mas- 
sively intricate process. That was very 
exciting — having that clean slate.” 

And, of course, having the chance to 
play Scorpius. 

“He’s a very human character. He’s 
a very relatable character. Something 
I’ve gotten to notice in the run is that 
sentiment is true across the board. Ev- 
ery night people will laugh and connect 
and empathize with Scorpius on levels 
I didn’t even realize,” Steiger says. “As 
an actor, that’s something beautiful.” 

For those interested in seeing Harry 
Potter and the Cursed Child at Curran 
Theater, Steiger has a bit of advice. 

“When you come to see the show, 
have a great time,” Steiger says. “Be 
nice to your ushers, and don't be late.”

There seems to always be a dif- 
ferent film festival happening every 
week in the Bay Area. From Mill Valley to 
the Frozen Film Festival (named after 
San Francisco’s infamously cold sum- 
mers, not the Disney princess movie), lo- 
cal cinema fests abound, and this 
weekend is no exception. Two film festi- 
vals — the 3rdi International South 
Asian Film Festival and the San Fran- 
cisco Transgender Film Festival — are 
screening some of the best work from 
our Bay Area communities and beyond. 








3rd i International South Asian 
Film Festival 
“If 3rd i had not existed, I would 
not have become a filmmaker,” Mis- 
sion-resident Neshma Friend says. 
It was actually Ivan Jaigirdar, one of 
the co-founders of the festival, who 
encouraged Friend to screen her work 
at the festival some years ago. “I just 
went on. I kept making films,” Friend 
says. 

Friend came to the Mission about 
17 years ago, and her home is heavily 
featured in Como Minimo, a feminist 
psycho-pop music video starring 
Friend’s alter-ego Micropixie. Como 
Minimo will be screened on Nov. 10 at 


the New People Cinema as part of 3rd 
i’s shorts program. You'll be able to see 
The Women’s Building, Lovejoy’s Tea 
Room, and other Mission locations on 
the big screen. 

Abhi Singh is another San Francisco 
resident whose documentary, When the 
Dust Came In, will be screened along 
with Friend’s. When the Dust Came In 
follows Mongolian herders who or- 
ganized to protect their way of living 
in the face of a huge gold and copper 
mining operation. Singh, who’s had his 
work screened at multiple internation- 
al festivals, finds that 3rd iis undoubt- 
edly unique. 

“Because of who the organizers 
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are, it’s one of the warmest welcomes 
anyone can get as a filmmaker,” Singh 
says. 

Singh also notes that the communi- 
ty at 3rd i plays a big role. 

“Tm a South Asian filmmaker and 
to be able to engage with like-minded 
people — it’s a unique opportunity 
in that way. The audience at Third i 
is so amazing,” Singh says. “We have 
so many choices — Netflix, Amazon 
Prime. That audience always comes out 
to support filmmakers like myself.” 

Moreover, 3rd iis an incredible 
showcase of what Singh says is “the 
richness of South Asian cinema, and 
how much is being done here in the 
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Bay Area through the work of South 
Asian filmmakers.” 


San Francisco Transgender Film 
Festival 

Since 1997, the San Francisco Trans- 
gender Film Festival has been a bit like 
a “punk music label” with its DIY aes- 
thetic and focus on underrepresented 
voices, says artistic director Shawna 
Virago. Virago calls it an “outsider fes- 
tival,” and to a certain extent, they’ve 
always preferred it that way. 

“We don’t aspire to join corporate 
Hollywood,” Virago says. “Quite the 
opposite.” 

But in the past decade, Virago be- 
lieves that evictions and rising rent 
costs have been putting the communi- 
ties that support the Transgender Film 
Festival at risk. 

“The queer and trans audiences who 
attended the festival still lived in the 
city, Virago says. That’s not entirely 
the case anymore. 

The Transgender Film Festival still 
serves as a Safe, artistic space, espe- 
cially at a time when Virago says our 
“transgender communities are really 
under attack by our right wing govern- 
ment.” This year, standout films from 
the festival's programming include 
Neelu Bhuman’s ASL-interpreted, sci-fi 
stories Transfinite (Nov. 7); This Is For 
Us (Nov. 9), Shanel Edwards’ visual- 
ization of joy and friendship for Black 
Queer Femmes; and Daryl B. Jones’ 
story of black trans women, San Fran- 
cisco’s housing crisis, and the Tender- 
loin in Tender (Nov. 10). 

“We're really proud to present 
these really brave trans filmmakers 
with their super queer imaginations,” 
Virago says. San Francisco may be 
changing, but its artistic spaces are 
still thriving.

Khalil’s (Wes Gabrillo) spirit ani- 


mal is a stag. 

He’s a single guy, sure, but not 
much of a ladies’ man. His main activ- 
ity is sitting home alone in his apart- 
ment hacking away on a laptop. That’s 
why his best friend Owen (Soren San- 
tos) signs him up for an online date. 
But to get him out of the house, Owen 
has to lie about it. He tells Khalil that 
he’s arranged a meeting for him with 
a publicist to help out with his online 
brand. It turns out that Khalil ’s an in- 
fluencer with millions of followers. In 
virtual reality, he wows his audience. 
Out in public, he can barely influence 
his dog let alone woo a potential girl- 
friend. 

That awkward first date between 
Khalil and Ramona (Sango Tajima) is 
the starting point of Elevada, Sheila 
Callaghan’s busy take on a romcom. As 
they’re getting acquainted with each 
other, we don't, as yet, have the back- 
story to make sense of their halting 
series of miscommunications. When 
it slowly begins to dawn on Khalil that 
Ramona thinks they’re on a date, he 
realizes what Owen has done. He tells 
her that, even though she’s beautiful, 
he’s incapable of having an intimate 
relationship. Tajima — one of the Bay 
Area’s most physically expressive ac- 
tors — registers Ramona’s disappoint- 
ment in every atom of her character's 
face and body. 

But Ramona doesn’t end the date. 
She removes a scarf from around her 
neck that’s been covering her chemo- 
therapy port. With that quick reveal, 
Ramona impetuously announces that 
she’s dying of cancer. It’s the way she 
tests her suitors to see if they can han- 
dle the difficult news. 

For her, Khalil is the last of a long 
line of first dates that go nowhere 
once she declares she’s suffering from 
Non-Hodgkin’s Lymphoma. To her 
surprise, Khalil doesn’t smile politely 
and walk away. Despite his anti-social 
tendencies and cluelessness when it 
comes to romance, he’s genuinely in- 
terested in and attracted to her. 

The language in Elevada is contem- 
porary and smooth as a TV movie. 
The plotline is as familiar as films like 
The Fault in Our Stars or Love & Other 
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Drugs. Comfortable, reassuring films 
that feature dying protagonists and 
their noble but equally damaged part- 
ners. Callaghan tries to distinguish her 
version by endowing Khalil and Ra- 
mona with quirks. They’re meant to be 
meeting in a place that can bring them 
both back to life. But the playwright 
often presents Ramona as yet another 
iteration of a Manic Pixie Dream Girl. 
To make sure we understand that she’s 
special and unique, the playwright has 
her fixate on off-kilter, adorable phras- 
es like “tiny cistern.” 

Perhaps, due to her illness, Ramona 
doesn’t have a job or hobbies that have 
sustained her attention. When she 
takes a pole-dancing class, it suggests 
the limits of the character’s imagina- 
tion rather than indicating what an 
edgy risk-taker she is. The collection 
of odd thoughts she carries around in 
her brain slips out of her mouth when 
conversations get stuck in the dol- 
drums. Within this limited framework 
to draw from, Tajima tries to convey 
a whole person. She gets closer when 
she’s acting with Karen Offereins, who 
plays her recently divorced older sister 
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June. Throughout her 

illness, June has been Ramona’s care- 
taker. As her sister’s new relationship 
develops, June resents and mistrusts 
Khalil. Offereins excels at pouting and 
acting out indignance by holding her 
neck out stiffly. 

Callaghan provides June witha 
subplot that’s meant to mirror the 
main storyline but it doesn’t work. 
Owen and June play a drawn-out 
variation of the “Will they or Won't 
they?” game. Part of the problem is 
that Santos and Offereins have no 
chemistry together. Additionally, their 
questionable interactions distract the 
playwright from having to focus on 
and clarify Khalil’s internet troubles. 
A corporation wants to buy his iden- 
tity to have access to his database of 
followers. Khalil claims that he’s a 
nihilist, that he’s fine with the erasure 
of his digital existence. It’s Ramona’s 
peculiar life force that’s meant to save 
him from such a heady metaphor — 
and vice versa. 

Elevada also incorporates dance 
metaphors to illustrate the process of 
falling in love. You elevate your feet 
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when you do the 
tango. But Ramona 
and Khalil are most- 
ly in a state of angst, 
creating inelegant 
emotional turmoil 
for themselves, each 
other, and everyone 
around them. A bet- 
ter name for the play 
might have been the 
arm-shaking Booga- 
loo or the endearing- 
ly contrived Watusi.

Danger Close 

Rated R. Opens Friday at the 4-Star Theater. 
No less troubling than the global helium shortage 
is the shortage of war film names: Hot on the heels 
of the second The Kill Team since 2013 comes the 
second Danger Close since 2017. In Kriv Stenders’ 
new Danger Close, Major Harry Smith (Travis 
Fimmel) is a battle-hardened vet who must lead a 
little over 100 wet-behind-the-ears Australian and 
New Zealand recruits against over 2,000 North 
Vietnamese troops in August 1966. Will they succeed 
against these incredible odds? Oh, they might. 
Some combat films try to be anti-war, some do 
not, and Danger Close falls into the latter category. 
It’s all very shiny, with gorgeous cinematography, 
sweaty muscular men, impossible CGI journeys 
of mortar shells from the muzzle to the kaboom, 
and a slo-mo prelude filled with bullets flying and 
napalm exploding. What makes this familiar vision 
of the apocalypse work now is composer Caitlin 
Yeo, whose burbling score gives Danger Close a 
sense of mid-70s Peter Weir-ish mysticism the film 
itself almost doesn’t deserve. But that heavy lifting 
is what a good score should do, particularly when 
one young Australian soldier with a dirty face is 
largely indistinguishable from another. And, um, no 
spoilers, but maybe don’t get too attached to the guy 
who says he can't wait to get home and marry his 
fiancée. Sherilyn Connelly 


Collisions 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
The opening titles of Richard Levien’s drama 
Collisions state that the parent of a young United 
States citizen is deported every four minutes. This 
gives the film an unquestionable timeliness, but 
it also belies the fact that Collisions tells its story 
in a timeless way. When her mother Yoana (Ana 
de la Reguera) is nabbed by ICE, twelve-year-old 
San Francisco native Itan (Izabella Alvarez) and 
her younger brother Neto (Jason Garcia) enlist the 
reluctant aid of their Uncle Evencio (Jesse Garcia), a 
truck-driving reprobate, to track Yoana down before 
she’s deported. Itan considers Evencio to be rude and 
unprofessional but Neto becomes a fan, and Garcia 
the actor evinces a Michael Pefia-level charm. But the 
heart of the film is the prickly relationship between 
Itan and Evencio, and their gradual bonding makes 
Collisions play like a modern take on John Ford’s 
The Searchers. There are also hints of the venerable 
myth of Orpheus — especially Marcel Camus’ Black 
Orpheus — as Yoana and Itan navigate a system 
designed to keep them from communicating, though 
it’s established early and often that Itan isa STEM 
wizard who hopes to get into a science academy. 
She’s undaunted by the challenges facing her, and 
the ultimately hopeful Collisions suggests that love 
and intelligence will win out over stupid cruelty. SC

You can trace Senor Sisig’s 
origin story back to 2010, when 
co-founders Evan Kidera and Gil 
Payumo bought a Chinese food truck 
off Craigslist and turned it into the 
Filipino-fusion food empire that it 

is today. Or, you can go back even 
farther to Kidera’s childhood on San 
Francisco’s Valencia Street, where the 
future Senior Sisig CEO was born and 
raised. 

“Tm from San Francisco,” Kidera 
says. ‘I was born on Valencia Street. 
My dad was an immigrant. He worked 
on Valencia Street as a chef.” 

Now, Kidera is set to open Sefior 
Sisig’s first brick-and-mortar on that 
very road. There’s a mini park anda 
sizable back patio and of course, walls. 
For Kidera, opening up Senior Sisig 
along with his childhood best friend, 
Payumo, is like a homecoming in the 
most poetic way. 

“It came full circle. My dad passed 
away when I was 13,” Kidera tells SF 
Weekly. “He started his own restaurant, 
and three years into it he passed away.” 
Nori Restaurant — now called Sushi 
Zone — was situated just next to

Valencia Street, and is just one mile 
from where Sefior Sisig now stands. 

“That was his dream. An immigrant 
coming in and starting his own 
business,” Kidera says. “And he 
achieved it, but it was cut short.” 
Payumo also has Bay Area roots. He 
was born in San Francisco and grew up 
in Daly City, according to Sefior Sisig’s 
website. Payumo spent his free time 
helping his family run a grocery store 
and learned how to make sisig from 
his father. 

Now, years of both Kidera and 
Payumo’s hard work are culminating 
in a brick-and-mortar opening. The 
two spent five or six years looking for a 
“space that fit our culture, our brand.” 
“Some spots we looked at just didn’t 
have the vibe,” Kidera says. 

Eventually they found 990 Valencia, 

a space that stayed true to the food 
truck experience within and outside of 
its four walls because of the intimate 
size and outdoor seating. 

“It really spoke to the experience 
where you go to the truck and you find 
a bench in a park or stairs to eat on,” 
Kidera says. 

The Senor Sisig brick-and-mortar 






will feature the food truck items 
you re familiar with, along with some 
special featured menus that have 
cycled through the food trucks in 
years past. There'll be nacho-rrones 
(a chicharrones-nachos duo) and the 
Whole Barnyard Burrito with “all 
the proteins.” “There’s so much flavor 
and texture,” Kidera says about the 
Whole Barnyard Burrito. “It’s like an 
everlasting gobstopper where it just 
changes with every bite.” 

For dessert, try the ube horchata 
soft serve, courtesy of Annabelle 
Topacio of the Dogpatch ice cream 
shop Mr. and Mrs. Miscellaneous. 
Another big change the brick-and- 
mortar is bringing is a liquor license 
— beer and wine will be served. “Sisig 
traditionally and historically was a

food that was made to eat with beer,” 
Kidera says. There'll be San Miguel on 
tap along with some beers from local 

breweries. 

And of course, despite the brick- 
and-mortar location, Kidera wants 
to emphasize that Sefior Sisig’s food 
trucks are at the core of its brand — 
and those won't be going away. 

“At our roots we are a food truck, 
and we will always be a food truck,” 
Kidera says. “We’re going to continue 
to do our food trucks and do it at 
a high level as we’ve always been 
expecting.”

Recently, while wending my way 
from the Castro toward the Financial 
District, I craved a sandwich and was for- 
tunate enough to be passing one of San 
Francisco’s secret treasures. 

Between Grant and Kearny streets 
there is a teensy, tiny mom-and-pop 
sandwich counter that occupies the 
corner of a Walgreens storefront. Cafe 
Dolci is one of those little spots you've 
probably walked by a hundred times 
without ever even noticing it was 
there. They specialize in coffee and egg 
sandwiches for commuters on their 
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way into the office, and always serve a 
bright smile with their breakfast. The 
space’s miniature interior is smaller 
than a food truck, with just enough 
room for a register and a little counter. 
It’s like a fully operational kitchen 
jammed inside a phone booth. But 
they make it work. 

Beyond Cafe Dolci’s usual break- 
fast-y items, they also serve a banh mi 
that has taken me by surprise. With 
eight different options ranging from 
Vietnemese ham and meatball to tofu

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Sea Witch

More and more artists — espe- 
cially musicians — have had to abandon 
San Francisco as a base of operations due 
to the outrageous cost of living. 

Sea Witch Productions is just the 
latest casualty. 

“Tm processing how I would take 
articles like this seven years ago when | 
was really dedicated to San Francisco,” 
says Lauren Espina, founder of the lo- 
cal booking company. She recalls John 
Dwyer’s seminal garage rock outfit 
Thee Oh Sees leaving for Los Angeles 
in 2014, citing a San Francisco changed 
for the worse all the way down. “I was 
like, “This isn’t true, this isn’t happen- 
ing. We can still save San Francisco!’ To 
know that years later I would be doing 
something very similar, saying, ‘Bye, 
San Francisco, is blowing my mind 
right now.” 

“It feels like a break-up,” adds Haley 
Scofield, the other half of Sea Witch’s 
two-woman team brought on by Es- 
pina after the pair met in early 2016. 
“It’s very cathartic to talk about it this 
way.” 

After years fighting the notion that 
San Francisco’s music scene is dead,

Espina and Scofield are naturally wary 
of playing into that assumption now. 
Plus the death knell of San Francisco 
is a tired subject. Earlier this year, the 
Washington Post was roundly mocked 
for attempting a melodramatic and 
misinformed obituary for the city 
titled “How San Francisco broke Amer- 
ica’s heart.” 

Sea Witch’s contemporaries are 
quick to echo their feelings of tragedy, 
however. Nick Stockton, former front- 
man of local psych-country outfit Mid- 
night Sons who has since relocated to 
L.A., insists San Francisco is still “the 
most beautiful city in the world, even 
if the S.F. I know is mostly a memory 
at this point.” 

Although the move to L.A. has 
become a cliché since Thee Oh Sees 
flew south, the artistic brain drain to 
Los Angeles is unfortunately real, and 
the duo are following suit. Scofield has 
already moved; Espina will follow at 
the end of this month. They'll take Sea 
Witch with them. 

Founded by Espina in autumn 
2015 as a way to book the kind of rock 
shows she wanted to see, Sea Witch 
Productions got its start booking local 
acts like Coo Coo Birds, Down Dirty 
Shake, and The She’s. The third Sea

Witch show was a benefit concert at 
Rickshaw Stop in which attendees were 
asked to bring menstrual products for 
local shelters. At the time, it felt radical 
— several venues Espina approached 
refused to host it. Then Dan Strachota, 
the talent buyer and managing partner 
at Rickshaw Stop, agreed. Let It Bleed 
was born. It became an annual event. 

Sea Witch’s radical feminist and 
anti-racist rhetoric unapologetically es- 
calated from there. Espina and Scofield 
campaigned for Proposition S, a 2016 
ballot measure that would allocate a 
portion of the hotel tax to homeless 
and artistic initiatives, although it 
failed to pass. “That was big blow num- 
ber one that was like, this city doesn’t 
care about music and arts anymore and 
it doesn’t care about the homeless pop- 
ulation,” remembers Espina. 

The pair pushed on anyway, hosting 
more than 100 shows across four years 
with countless local and touring bands: 
The Babe Rainbow, Empath, Wax 
Idols, Kera, Hot Flash Heat Wave, 
Max Gardener, Spooky Mansion, 
Everyone Is Dirty, Moon Daze, Lo- 
cus Pocus, Al Lover, and more. “Sea 
Witch shows were remarkably con- 
sistent,’ remembers Strachota. “You 
knew you'd get 150 to 200 people who 
were avid music lovers who appreciat- 
ed a strong drink or three.” 

Also on Sea Witch's regular roster: 
Stockton’s since-disbanded Midnight 
Sons, no longer active in part because 
of his relocation to L.A. following “a 
bogus Ellis Act claim” eviction. Relo- 
cating to L.A. was a difficult choice, 
although once there he found a job in 
the music industry. “The field of oppor- 
tunities that were available to me [in 
S.F.] both professionally and artistical- 
ly felt really narrow and increasingly 
stifling,” he says. “Most people have 
to work in addition to creating art. It’s 
just a little easier to swallow when you 
have a shot doing something for work 
that you might identify with a bit more 
than whatever the latest tech idea is.” 

In March 2018, the duo produced 
the radical No Apologies Fest at Thee 
Parkside, a women-only show in 
which men were explicitly asked not 
to attend. “People still talk about [that 
show] today — for better or worse,” 
says Stockton. 

But 2018 was also a watershed year 
in the worst way. The duo DJ’d Joshua 
Tree festival Desert Daze and hosted 
their own stage at Seattle’s Freakout 
Fest. They marveled at the thriving 


communities they found elsewhere, 
only to be disillusioned by rapidly di- 
minishing returns upon returning to 
the Bay. 

“Even though we had dope shows 
planned, the community just wasn’t 
there anymore. That could be attribut- 
ed to so many things. People can’t 
afford to go out anymore. People don’t 
have the energy to care anymore, says 
Espina. 

Sugar Candy Mountain’s Ash Re- 
iter agrees. Her band bounced between 
southern California and Oakland, 
and she now lives in a small town 30 
minutes outside San Francisco. “We 
decided to stick to the Bay, but that is 
primarily because we were born and 
raised here,” she says. “It’s so expensive 
and it can be very difficult for artists to 
find the time and energy to make art 
when they are exhausted from working 
three jobs to make ends meet.” 

With their organic crowds shrink- 
ing, Espina and Scofield discussed 
trying to appeal to tech workers. “We 
would start thinking, ‘If only we could 
figure out a system where we could 
get into these tech companies and get 
all these tech people to come to our 
shows!’ And then we realized that’s not 
what this is about,” says Scofield. 

During its San Francisco tenure, Sea 
Witch was about changing the conver- 
sation around feminism and race while 
fostering a psych rock scene in the city 
that had long since sacrificed its artis- 
tic life at the altar of tech. And now, 
after everything and because of that 
sacrifice, it’s time to move on. 

“Keeping music going and keeping 
a psych rock thing happening in San 
Francisco while tying in issues that 
we cared about — that’s what fueled 
us, knowing that we could make a dif- 
ference when we really fucking tried,” 
says Scofield. “And we did make a dif- 


ference.”

SAVAGE LOVE \ THE MAN SHOW 


How To Keep Your 
Friend's Secret 


Avoiding assholes acquaintences 
without violating someone's trust can 
be hard

Iam male. A close female friend was raped by an 
old acquaintance of mine. I knew this guy when we 
were tweens, I didn't really care for him as we got 
older, so it goes. It turns out that a few years ago, he 
raped my friend in an alcohol blackout situation. I 
don’t know more than that. She says she considers 
the encounter “not strictly consensual” and confided 
that this guy didn’t react well when she tried to 
talk to him about it. This isn’t something she’s “out” 
about. My feelings toward this guy are pretty dark. 
Now he’s moved back to town and I see him around, 
and some good friends of mine who stayed in contact 
with him invite him to stuff. I don’t know what to say 
or how to act. I know I don’t want to talk to him or be 
his friend. I would like to tell my other friends about 
this guy so I don’t have to see him, but I can’t because 
it’s not my story to tell. I would rather just skip 
social events he’s at. But without an explanation, 

I doubt my friends will understand, and it feels 

like I'm surrendering my friends to someone who 
assaulted a dear friend. I told someone once to please 
not invite him to something or I would skip it. They 
were confused, and it felt like an awkward ask. What 
should I say to my friends about this guy? What can I 
do to keep him out of my life? 

Angry Confidant 


“T don’t like hanging out with Chuck and 
would appreciate it if you didn’t invite him to the 
party/show/bris/whatever.” 

“What’s the issue between you guys?” 

“Look, we go a long way back, and it’s not 
something I want to discuss. It’s just awkward for 
us to be in the same place.” 

That’s the best you can do without outing your 
friend—without telling a story that isn’t yours 
to tell—and it’s likely your mutual friends will be 
confused by the ask, AC, but you'll just have to 
be at peace with that. You could add something 
vague that omits identifying details (“He did a 
shitty thing to a friend”), but any details you 
share—however vague—could result in questions 
being put to you that you can’t answer or are 
tempted to answer. Even worse, questions will be 
put to “Chuck,” and he’ll be free to lie, minimize, 
or spin. 

My only other piece of advice would be 
to follow your close female friend’s lead. You 
describe what transpired between her and Chuck 
as rape, while your friend describes the encounter 
as “not strictly consensual.” That’s a little more 
ambiguous. And just as this isn’t your story 
to tell, AC, it’s not your experience to label. If 
your friend doesn’t describe what happened as 
rape—for whatever reason—you need to respect 
that. And does your friend want Chuck excluded 
from social events hosted by mutual friends or 
is she able to tolerate his presence? If it’s the 


latter, do the same. If she’s not making an issue 
of Chuck being at a party, you may not be doing 
her any favors by making an issue of his presence 
yourself. 

If you're worried your friend tolerates Chuck’s 
presence to avoid conflict and that being in the 
same space with him actually upsets her (or that 
the prospect of being in the same space with him 
keeps her from those spaces), discuss that with 
her one-on-one and then determine—based on 
her feelings and her ask—what, if anything, you 
can do to advocate for her effectively without 
white-knighting her or making this not-strictly- 
consensual-and-quite-possibly-rapey thing Chuck 
did to her all about you and your feelings. 

It’s really too bad Chuck reacted badly when 
your friend tried to talk to him about that night. 
If he’s an otherwise decent person who has a 
hard time reading people when he’s drunk, he 
needs to be made aware of that and drink less or 
not drink at all. If he’s a shitty person who takes 
advantage of other people when they’re drunk, he 
needs to know there will be social and potentially 
legal consequences for his behavior. The feedback 
your friend offered this guy—the way she tried 
to hold him accountable—could have prevented 
him from either fucking up like this again (if he’s 
a decent but dense guy) or taking advantage like 
this again (if he’s a shitty and rapey guy). If he 
was willing to listen, which he wasn’t. And since 
he wasn't willing to listen... yeah, my money is on 
shitty and rapey, not decent but dense. 


I'ma single straight man. A friend recently told 
me her 20-year marriage hasn't included sex for 
the past six years. Kids, stress, etc. I offered to have 
sex with her, but only if her husband approves. If I 
were her husband, I would want to know. But I think 
it’s unlikely her husband would approve our coital 
encounter. Have I done wrong? 

Married Asshole Refuses Intercourse To 
Affectionate Lady 


If discreetly getting sex outside her marriage 
allows your friend to stay married and stay sane, 
and if she doesn’t get caught, and if the sexual 
connection with her husband should revive after 
their kids are older—a lot of ifs, I realize—then 
the condition you set could result in your friend 
and her husband getting divorced now, which 
would preclude the possibility of their sexual 
connection reviving later. (Although we shouldn't 
assume that sex has to be part of a marriage 
for it to be loving and valid. Companionate 
marriages are valid marriages.) That said, your 
friend is free to fuck some other guy if she 
doesn’t like your terms. Finally, MARITAL, unless 
you re brainstorming names for a My Chemical 
Romance cover band, there’s really no reason to 
use the phrase “our coital encounter.”
